Among the advantages, as listed 
by Hill, is, first, the fertility of 
soil, w’hich exceeds tnat of many 
other such districts and requires 
less commercial fertilizer 
than 
they do. Especially is that 
true 
when Southeast Missouri soil is 
compared to that of the vegetable 
growing district of Florida, which 
was recently visited by a group 
of Missouri farmers. 
Another advantage which South­ 
east Missouri has over the Florida 
district, the Rio Grande district 
and southern

the

in those districts, but such would 
not be the case here, said Hill.

But {something different has been happening in this nation 
of ours during the past few weeks. For once, it seems a s ’if 
spending might be a trifle less popular than it has been. Many 
Americans have g.ven lip-service to government economy, but 
when it came right down to cutting out our favorite projects, 
then we agreed that spending was necessary, even vital to our 
economy. 


But at least some persons in the nation are lending vocal 
enthusiasm to federal economy measures. It may be enough to 
convince Congress to cut the budget, or it may not. Most cer­ 
tainly the budget question is currently in the throes of politics, 
with the President on one side and a Democratic-controlled Con­ 
gress on the other. 


But Can Congress cut the budget? What items are so non- 
e.'Sential that a start can be made in reducing the President's 
record peacetime budget? 


The President has asked for $300,000 in order that the Army 
can continue to finance Sunday morning recreation for civilian 
members of thousands of private rifle clubs throughout the 
nation. Is this spending necessary? 


The President has asked for an appropriation of $70,000 to 
finance a special “hearing board,’’ which spends a total of 23 
days a year hearing unusual government cases. Is this spending 
necessary? 


The President asked an appropriation of S4.710 for one 
commission which is traveling around Washington trying to find 
a spot tor a memorial to Frank D. Roosevelt. Is this spending 
necessary? 


The President asked for $587,000 to finance the relocation 
of the botanic garden greenhouse in 1958. Is this spending neces­ 
sary? 


The President asked for 20 million dollars for the State De­ 
partm ent’s “Educational Exchange Activities” agency for the 
coming year. Is this spending necessary? 


• 
While these are only minor items in the large budget which 
the President has submitted to Congress, they are not the. only 
examples of how our government spends its money. It may be 
an excellent idea for the Army to hold Sunday morning rifle 
practice for civilians, and it may be necessary for those green­ 
houses to he moved, but are these what the President and Con­ 
gress can ‘call essential projects? We doubt it. 


No American objects to paying his taxes for essential gov­ 
ernmental functions, such as defense and hundreds of other 
public-welfare activities. But the objection comes—and should 
come—when the government spends money foolishly, for non- 
essentials. 


We urge you to write Congressman Jones and Senators 
Symington and Hennings and let them know how you feel. Your 
letters will do more good than you imagine

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Dave Beck, a large body bounded 
on one side by the Internal Reve­ 
nue Service and on the other by a 
wholesale shopping service, inad­ 
vertently has led the nation to one 
of the biggest, untold stories of 
our era. Title this one the Odyssey 
of the Golden Fleece. 
It is the tale of many cultured 
“ mystery” men who make million*
